Beverages too present a prob¬ 
lem. I alw^s serve wine with 
dinner yet I know many people 
•who don't care for it. To avoid 
awkwardness, I always keep a 
chilled pitcher of Pepsi-Cola on 
hand. And Of course thei*e’s al- 
•ways ice water on the table. 
Because there’s no accounting 
for taste, the problem of food 
dislikes comes up fairly fre¬ 
quently. Like it or not. it’s up to 
the hostess to see that her dinner 
isn’t spoiled by this potentially 
embarrassing situation.

Department has completed its re¬ 
view of the 1965 Big Game Sea¬ 
sons. The 23-page repoi*t by 
Game Biologist Ben Day tabu¬ 
lates and analyzes much infor¬ 
mation of vital interest to sports¬ 
men- Review-^65 goes into gi*eater 
detail than in past years and in¬ 
cludes information on the bow 
season, bear season and the reg¬ 
ular buck season. 

The Review contains the sex, 
age and distribution of the bow 
and buck harvest. The ratio of 
successful to unsuccessful resi¬ 
dent and non-resident hunters is 
also included. A new table show¬ 
ing the relative buck kill density 
by county from 1956 to 1965 has 
been added. 

In the review's “Outlook for 
1966'' very optimistic projections 
are made for the 1966 big game 
season. These bright predictions 
are based on tentative popula¬ 
tion estimates indication that 
Vermont's deer herd will number 
235,000 next November. 

The final portion of the re¬ 
port deals with the proposed 
anterless season for 1966. Infor¬ 
mation on areas to be open, who 
will be able to hunt and how 
permits are to be distributed is 
presently unavailable. Teh of the 
most common questions concern¬ 
ing the “doe season" are An¬ 
swered.

Q. 1 am an 80-year-o!d man.

{cause I only had 1 year of work 
i under social security. Is there a 
j chance I can now receive cash 
benetits? 

A. There is a very good chance. 
You should immediately- i‘e-file 
{for social security. If you ax*e 72 
or older.and have not been able 
to qualify for benefits because 
you (lid not work long enough 
under social security, a special 
provision of the law may now 
make it possible for you to- re¬ 
ceive payments. Men bom in 1889 
or earlier will need as little as 
three-fourths of a year of work. 
Those born in 1890 need one 
year's work, and those born in 


Veterans or dependents of vet- I 
erans who write the Veterans Ad-1 
ministration concerning Gl in-1 
surance are urged by the VA to ] 
include the insurance number on ! 
the corraspondence. 

Lack of a number fails to iden¬ 
tify the policy and may require 
an exchange of correspondence, 
with resultant delay. 

The number may be obtained 
from previous VA correspondence 
concerning the policy or fi*om the 
policy itself. 

A conUnuing problem to VA 
is the lack of proper identifica¬ 
tion of the veteran. An insurance 
policy number or a G-number (an 
identifying claim number as¬ 
signed to each individual veteran) 
will speed up action in all cor- 
I'spondence, the VA advises. 


Correspondence concerning in¬ 
surance should be sent to the of¬ 
fice to which })remiiim payments 
ai'e sent, l^etters concerning oth¬

Q. My husband and I are sep¬ 
arated and I intend to obtain a 
divorce. I am 63 and receive so¬ 
cial security wife's benefits. Would 
these benefit payments continue 
or would they stop because of the 
divorce? 

A. Your benefit payment would 
continue aftei* the divorce provid¬ 
ed you were married at least 20 
year.s before the effective date of 
the divoire. 

Q. I am 65, but have never 
worked under social security. Am 
I eligible for health insurance? 

A. Definitely, but you should 
get in touch with your social 
security office as soon as possible. 
If you do not enroll by May 31, 
you will not be able to sign up 
for the medical insurance protec¬ 
tion until October, 1967, and your 
coverage will not be effective un¬ 
til July, 1968. This, of course, 
means that any medical expense 
you incur between July, 1966, and 
July, 1968, will not be covered 
by medical insurance because you 
missed the first enrollment period. 

Q. I am 67 and receive public 
welfare payments. What should I 
do to ertroll for health insurance? 

A. You do not have to get in 
touch with your social security 
office. Your public welfare agency 
will give you information about 
signing up.

Q. My mother is a 72-year-old 
widow. She never worked, but my 
father worked for about a year 
under social security. Is she eligi¬ 
ble for any benefits? 

A. Possibly, Under the new pro¬ 
visions of the law, a widow may, 
in some cases,, qualify for bene¬ 
fits if her husband worked under 
social security for as little as 
three-fourths of a year.
